The about-face was abrupt: only a 
short while ago, wher Chancellor 
Schmidt and Foreign Minister Genscher 
visited Moscow, they were given to Un 
derstand that the Kremlin bosses viewed 
them as mediators between the two su» 
perpowers. 

And Erich Honecker wanted to crown 
the Chancellor's visit to East Germany 
(which failed to materialise) with a game 
of skat (Germany's favourite card game). 

In fact, the intention was to demon- 
strate cordial agreement between the two 
German states. 

But suddenly all ties were cut. The 
East spoke of the Federal Republic of

Detente has not helped reduce Soviet 
activity in the Third World, On the con- 
trary the Soviet Union gained ground in 
Africa and Asia in the seventies, [t in- 
creasingly built up its naval capacity 
with which it helps guarantee its power 
-warld wide. 

Detente does not affect the average 
American, who .tends to regard it as a 
failure because bof Soviet activity. In 
Western and Eastern Europe. it has had 
a definite effect on millions, 

This does not mean that the Westan 
Europeans regard the European defence 
situatlon with complacency. Within 
Nato, Westem Erropest menıbers have 
made numerous attempts to counter the 
Warsaw Pact’s superiority in the field of 
conventional weapons and its growing 
superiority in the field of tectical nuc- 
lear weapons. 

But in theory and in practice Western 
Europeat Nato niembets deal with 
defence and detente in Western Europe 
simultaneously. 

.This is. the attitude against which 
American criticism has been publicly di 
rected. It is also the reason why the 
Americans have complained that the Eu- 
ropeans have derived unilateral benefits 
from, detente, Whatever positive aspects 
“of thlsi nodus .vivend are mentioned, 
this judgement is obviously shared by 
the West as a whole.

IE there such a thing as a criminality 
chromosome, a genetio background 
that would stamp a man ada murderer? 
And must the law take a more tolcrant 
view when a crime is in fact committed? 

“1 did not ask to be born ... 8o it's up 
to the world to cope with me,” 

This has been the argument in the 
past of many whose cells bear the 10- 
torious second ¥—chromosome, 

But it has always been disputed low 
mıuch actual gullt they have to bear for a 
criminal act, considering that they 
“could not help lt" 

Göttingen University genetics profes- 
sor Gerhard Jörgensen recently sounded 
a more cautious note on this subject 
than had beer customary up to now. 
Equality before the law makes it man- 
datory to judge men with a double Y- 
chromosome İn exactly the same way as 
others, he told the 4th Congress of the 
International Academy for Crime Pre- 
vention in Bad Nauheim. 

‘The problem group consists of geneti- 
cally disadvantaged men who are more 
prone to violence and crime than the 
average. 

Australian courts have repeatedly 
taker mitigating circumstances into ac- 
count. 

In France, the murderer of a prosti- 
tute was not given the harshest sentence 
in 1968 but was sentenced to only seven 
years’ imprisonment because an expert 
had pointed out that people with a 
double Y-chromosome are accountable 
for their actions though they cannot be 
held 100 per cent responsible.

Professor Prokop said that it was the 
maturing of the personality above gall 
that was delayed by drugs. 

Moreover, Professor Hippius holds 
that any positive effect of psychophar« 
maca could act as a triggering device to 
use harder drugs. 

This makes it obvious that — es 5 
.clally with young people — psy 
pharmaca should only help, and 6 
be used as an alibi for non-therapy. But 
wherever possible drugs should not be 
used at all. 

Another major point dealt with at the 
symposium was scientific research into 
the effects of psychopharmaca, This is 
made particularly difficult by a shortage 
of model experiments with animals. The 
problem lies in the fact that the results 
of animal experiments are very difficult 
to apply to humans. 

Yet little reservatlon has been fortli- 
coming from those engaging in such 
experiments. They sre gmply trying to 
prove that animal experiments have im- 
proved forecasts on the effects of these 
drugs on man. 

Frequentiy, the effects on humans are 
exactly the opposite of those experi 
enced witlı animals. Ts also applies to 
tranquilisers, 


While they showed a ا‎ effect 
on animals, tranquilisers, frequently lead 
to aggresslon in humans. Crimes have 
even beer committed under their influ- 
ence. 

There can no longer! be any doubt 
that psychopharmaca are only meaning- 

ul if they are used to pave the way for 
a proper therapy. This is particularly true 
for tranquilisers. 

Still, none of this explains why the 
use of psychopharmaca has risen so 
dramatically and why an annual 22 ımil- 
Ilon ‘presciiptions for’ tranqulljsers are 
issued in America alone. Why are psy- 
chopharmaca, combined with alcohol, 
now being increasingly used in suicide 
attempts? 


Psychopharmaca can be meaningful if 
used on a short time basis in genuine 
cases of severe behavioural disorders ... 
if they are used to enable the patient to 
find himself again, to regain his original 
autonomy and to learn to cope with his 
normal and natural fears. 

Fears have always existed. But unless 
they entail a clear risk to life there is 
usually no need to treat them. 

Once the use of psychopharmaca has 
become indispenşablé, they must not be 
used as an independent form of treat 
ment buf only to prepare the patient for 
the actual therapy. 

Used in this way, psyehopharmaca can 
help.

The clinical use of drugs in mental 
treatment began in the 1950s, but it was 
never intended that they should be any- 
thing other than a crutch for actual 
therapy. . OE E 8 

Now this auxiliary function has taken 
over as the principle form of treatment. 

State psychiatric clinics are using a 
major part of their resources in examin- 
ing the use of drugs in this way, says 
Professor H. Prokop of the Innsbruck 
University Psychiatric Clinic, . 

Doctors have a: vast range of drugs 
available to prescribe, 

Usually, lt is the general practitioner 
who is consulted in the first instance, 

'. All he needs to do is make out a pre 
seription, a brlef and simple method of 
treatment. 

But, according to experts, prescrip- 
tlons are made out without any clear 
idea of tho illness or lts cause, 

Tranquilisers are prescribed far too 
often, 

In an Interview with the medical ma- 
gazine selecta, Professor Hanns Hippius, 
a paychopharmaca (drugs used, for treat- 
ing mental lilness) specialist, said: “If we 
doctors don't do Justice to our responsi- 
bility regarding these drugs, I consider it 
quite possible that the abuse of tranqui- 
lisers will get to the point where it'll se- 
riously jeopardise the nation’s health.” 

Naturally, all pharmaceuticals have a 
great effect on man. The worst is addic- 
tion, which places the patient.in a posi- 
tion of dangerous dependence on his 
doctor as well as or tle drug. 

The danger of addiction varies from 
dmg to drug, but it .can easily occur 
after jess than one month of regular in- 
‘take, 
` According to Professor Prokop and 
sûme colleagues, it takes at least 12 to 
18 months’ before a patient can break 
this addiction. 

Unlike with alcohol or nicotine, it is 
impossible to discontinue the use of a 
‘drug from one day to the next because 
this could be harmful, 

The prevailing view is therefore that 
‘the weaning must take place gradually. 


This requires muçh patience by the pa- . 


he psychological damage to the vic= 
tims of hijackings can be perma 


nent. Chronic depression of a severity . . - 


paralleled only in former concentration 
camp inmates has been found in one 
study.

In cases where the investment is not 
guaranteed by other institutions, the 
banks themselves have to bear the brunt 
of the risk. 

Reinhard Böhm: “The bankers’ train« 
ing in matters of imagination is restrict- 
ed to depicting the possibility of failure. 
Arı since ‘they are so obsessed with it, 
the question of collateral is always 
foremost in thelr minda. In my case, 
what they would have liked best was an 
unencumbered piece of ground. But the 
man going into business usually doesn’t 
have such a thing.” 


Banks crilclsed for 
acting ‘slowly’ 


Apart from being censured for not 
providing enough opportunity for people 
willing to take a risk, the banks have

60 per cent of the new entrepreneurs 
have only nine grades of schooling. 

Granted, textbook knowledge is no 
guarantee of success, Yet some theoretl- 
cal knowledge is indispensable. 

Among the most important problems 
In starting a new business are tho diffl- 
culties in assessing market opportunities, 
problems with the authorities and the 
complexity of legal and flscal regula 
tions. 

It is obvious that people with a good 
educational background are better 
equipped to cope with these, 

The only still greater problem is 
money. More than half of the new en» 
trepreneurs need more than DM60,000 
starting capital; 20 per cent need moro 
than DM150,000; and only 17 per cent 
can manage on Jess than DM30,000. 
What is lacking is private funds. 

The state, interested in enlivening 
competition by increasing the number 
of competitors, has a cornucopia of 
promotion funds for newcomes to busi- 
ness, 

Bonn, for instance, uses European Re- 
llef Programme (ERP) funds to grant 10 
to 15-year credits at 7 per cent, Last year 
alone these credits amounted to DM624 
millions (close to twice the 1978 figure). 

A capital assistance programme (also 
by Bonn) has been providing an addi 
tional shot in the arm since mid-1979, 

The Lãnder also have a number of 
credit facilities for medium sized busi 
nesses, One of these is a programme 
supplementary to ERP credits; another 
by the Bank for Reconstruction provides 
a different type of support, And in addi 
tion both Bonn and the Lãnder provide 
interest subsidies for loans granted by 
private banks. 

The entrepreneur who has not got lost 
in this confusing maze of programmes 
that either supplement or ëxclude each

Böhm and his partner started the 
Böhm Metallveredlungs GmbH near Bonn 
last May. 

The firm processes aluminimum win- 
down frames and originally belonged to 
Böhm’s father. The son never intended 
to take it over, saying: “I always saw my 
father wlio wrecked his health working 
too hard . , . and this was simply too muclı 
for me.” 

But when Reinhard Böhm graduated 
from university with a diploma in eco- 
nomics he was faced with the frustration 
fo his career opprtunities. And when the 
father finally decided to give up the bu- 
siness customers were left in the lurclı. 
So were six staff members, So Reinhard 
Böhm became an entrepreneur after all. 

Brigitte Schöneselfen is an . entirely 
different case. She always wanted to go 
into business for herself, The apprenti- 
ceship in a bank after high schoo! gra- 
duation made her realise that, as she 
puts it, “I couldn’t stand those block» 
heads for any length of time.” 

Working as an assistant in her fatli- 
er's veterinary surgery also did not 
appeal to her in the long run. Nor did 
an editorlal job with a radio station. 

Now aged 26, she runs a little shop in 
partnership with a fully trained textile 
saleswoman — a shop which would ge- 
nerally be termed a boutique, But she 
does not like the term and prefers to 
call it a women’s dress shop. 

Boutiques, says Frau Schöneseifen, are, 
together with pubs, the most risky type 
of business for beginners: 44 per cent in 
these fields fold in the first four years, 
says the Chamber of Commerce and In- 
dustry in Siegen: 

Survival chances for Reinhard Böhm 
and Brigitte Schöneseifer are above ave- 
rage because both are well trained, 

Herr Böhm recognised the importance 
of training in the very beginning: “F 
must have spent 200 hours filing appli» 
cations for public-sector ioans. I pre- 
sented the banks with detailed feasibility 
and..cash flow studies and gathered all 
the information 1 could. As a trained 
economist, 1 was abie to cope, But what 
about the little tradesman.who wants fo 
get on his own feet” : 

The question is justified. Only 3 per 
cent of company founders have a uni« 
versity education: to fall back on; and 
only 4 per cent are high school gradu- 
sates like Brigitte Schöoneseifen.
